ATRPLANE STATIONS AT SEA. 
Flying the Atlantic would be safer 
if landing stations were available 
every four or five hundred miles. 
They could be.equipped with radio 
sets.and used for meteorological. ob- 


servations., If sucha project were. 


feasible, a regular passenger service 
could ‘be established. Could any 
station ‘of the kind withstand the 
high seas that run during great 
storms? Could landings be made 
by. planes regularly in ordinary 
rough weather?, Would not the ex- 
pense of building. and maintaining 
such. gigantic stages be prohibitive? 
At first it was proposed to anchor 
the sea’ stations. Now the ‘plan 
séems to be to’ construct them on 
stilts teaching down to the floor of 
the Atlantic. If that could be done, 
they might furnish hotel and stor- 
age accommodations, It is talked 
of as practicable, although one may 
wonder who would care to spend 
a vacation in a hotel built on a 
swaying platform anywhere between 
New York and the Azores. 

In our scientific age few things 
originating in the minds of dreamers 
are. impossible of accomplishment. 
It.is, after all, the dreamers who do 
the big things in invention. - But 
have the optimists who plan sea- 
dromes given enough consideration 
to the depth of the Atlantic? There 
must be a limit to the holding power 
of cable anchors and steel supports 
far out at’ sea. Thanks to MAURY, 
to Sir JOHN MURRAY of the Chal- 
lenger expedition, and to the Nor- 
wegian, Dr. JOHAN Hort, who made 
hundreds of soundings in the steam- 
er Michael Sars, depths in the At- 
lantic between Europe and the United 
States are now ‘well known. They 
have been elaborately charted. 

The deepest sounding is 4,662 
fathoms, or 27,972 feet, in what is 
called the Nares Deep, north of the 
West Indies. In a standard work, 
“The Depths of the Ocean,” by Sir 
JOHN MURRAY and Dr. Hysort, it is 
stated that “ nearly three-fourths of 
“the Atlantic sea floor are covered 
“by water exceeding 1,000 fathoms 
“(6,000 feet), and over one-half by 
“water exceeding 2,000 fathoms 
“(12,000 feet).” .. The. shallowest 
parts of the Atlantic are found in 
the Arctic regions, on the Banks. of 
Newfoundland, off the east coasts of 
North and South America,.and_ be- 
tween Greenland andthe British 
Isles. Between Scotland and the 
Faroes rises the great mass of 
Rockall, and around it the water is 
comparatively shallow, but this is 
far:‘out,.of the direct line between 
the United States and Europe. Along 
that line the ‘oceanographers reckon 
500° fathoms (3,000 feet) shallow. 
Doubtless there are points where the 
water is not so deep, but do they 
occur at-intervals where they could 
pe useful to the seadrome builders?
